Then they 
proceeded to the Keystone colliery in 
the same town, where a breaker is be- 
ing rebuilt. All the men employed on 
this job fled as the' mob entered upon 
the company's land.

Reichstag M«y Put a Stop to 


Ancient Practice, 


KAISER UPHOLDS THE FIGHTS 


His Minister of War In Open Discus- 


sion Presents the Arguments of His 
Imperial Master in Favor of Person- 
al Battles Between Officers Who, He 
Argues, Ought to Have Privilege of 
Cutting and Slashing Each Other. 


Berlin, May 11.—Because the mili- 


tary estimates are under discussion 
and the subject of duelling in the 
army just no»r is a warm one, the dis- 
cussion before the budget committee 
of the reichstag was continued in re- 
gard to the question of duelling. 


During the debate Herr Von Heer- 


Ingen, the Prussian minister of war, 
who has been defending the kaiser In 
his stand that army officers should 
either accept a challenge of honor or 
get out of the service, said efforts had 
been made to minimize the effect of 
duelling in the army by his majesty, 
who interfered in 722 cases where he 
was upheld by the courts. 
The kai- 


ser's contention in these cases was 
that there had been no justification for 
the challenge. The kaiser had been 
compelled 
to 
decide many subtle 


points in these affairs. 
For instance, 


his majesty's opinion was solicited in 
the case of an officer who had kissed 
a brother officer's wife. The court of 
honor had -decided that there must be 
a duel. The kaiser expressed aston- 
ishment at the decision of the court. 
He decided that the quarrel was one 
of those affairs which should be recon- 
ciled, and stopped the duel. 


In another case, said the war min- 


ister, an officer who had been accused 
of sharp practice at'cards had been 
acquitted by the court, but he felt that 
he ought to fight four duels in order to 
maintain his honor.' The kaiser ruled 
that the decision of the court was suf- 
ficient vindication and forbade the 
duels. 


Herr Von Heeringen in his argu- 


ment again maintained that duelling 
was inevitable in the army. A similar 
practice existed in other armies, he 
said. 
It was an evil, but it was in 


errauicablp. It was impossible to dis- 
miss officers for fliiellins;. 
It would 


put them at a disadvantage with civ- 
ilian officials. 


The war minister contended that 


the resolution under discussion involv- 
ed an encroachment upon the emper- 
or's prerogative.

Prevalence of Automobiles And Motor 


Trucks in Rushviile Puts 


Horse in The Rear. 


GREAT SEASON FOR AUTOS 


The family driving horse is now 


considered by many families as a 
greater luxury than an automobile or 
motorcyale. 


This opinion, which is rapidly be- 


coming general, has resulted in the 
passing of the family driving horse to 
a great extent. It is claimed by many 
that within a few years horses will 
not 'be used for driving purposes in 
the cities. A few motor trucks have 
been purchased here and indications 
are that many more will be pressed 
into service soon. Draymen are con- 
sidering the use of the power truck- 
as a time and money saver. There 
are more than 200 motorcycles owned 
in Rush county, and several 
times 


that number of automobiles of vari- 
ous styles. The last two months has 
•been the greatest sellinjr season mo- 
torcycle and 
automobile 
salesmen 


have ever known in Rush countv. It 
is said as many new machines have 
been sold in the last two months as 
were owned here prior to that time. It 
is believed that this is a little too 
strong, but at the least the suit's have 
been numerous. 


The county ajreney for 
at 
least 


twenty-five different makes of power 
vehicles are held l»y Rushviile people. 
Every a-rent reports having made a 


number of sales. 


The machines are not so complica- 


ted and operators do not have the 
trouble with them they did a few 
years ago, with the result that there 
are not nearly so many professional 
drivers, chauffeurs, employed in. com- 
parison with the number of cars that 
are owned in the ceunty. Owners are 
driving their own cars to a gerat ex- 
tent as a result of the greater per- 
fection of the power vehicles. 


With the cost of hay, 
corn 
and 


other feed for horses at the exceed- 
ingly high figures they have com- 
manded for months, it is claimed that 
it is cheaper in the end to use power 
vehicles instead of the family driving 
horse. The building up of the cities 
has made even summer pasture for 
horses at a premium, and many own- 
ers of horses find they cannot secure 
pasture at reasonable figures. 


An unusually large number of au- 


tomobiles are owned in Rushviile con- 
sidering the city's population. For 
the most part the machines owned lo- 
cally are among the best to be found 
on the market. This is especially 
true of the motorcycles. The sale of 
motorcycles for 1912 has already ex- 
ceeded those of any other year, and 
the selling season has just opened. 
The weather has been anything but 
favorable for the salesmen of power 
vehicles. Machines are expected to 
move vapidly during the next four to 
six weeks.

Washington, Mayill.—Earnest work 


has been begun by the senate inter- 
state commerce committee on prepara- 
tion of legislation for the further reg- 
ulation and control of corporations en- 
gaged in interstate commerce other 
than common carriers. The commit- 
tee has made considerable progress on 
a bill which provides for the creation 
of an interstate trade commission, 
having control over industrial corpor- 
ations similar to that exercised over 
th« railroads by the interstate com- 
merce commission. The committee is 
working on the motion of Senator 
Cummins; but the Sill under consider- 
ation is one introduced .by Senator 
Newlands, a Democrat. Four sections 
of the bill have been perfected and 
agreed to by the committee, which ex- 
pects to complete the measure within 
a short time. 


Section 4 of the bill provides that 


•very corporation engaged in inter- 
state commerce who& annual gross 
receipts inclusive of the gross receipts 
' of its subsidiaries, if any, exceed $5,- 


000,000, shall furnish to the commis- 
sion in writing statements showing 
such facts as to its organization, finan- 
cial condition and operation as may 
be prescribed by the commission 
Similar statements will also be made 
by subsidiary companies, and all such 
statements shall be verified under oath 
by officers of the corporations. This 
section excepts from its provision 
common carriers and banking and 
trust companies, but includes pipe- 
lines. 


Failure or neglect of. any corpora 


tlon to comply with this provision 
within sixty days after demand shal 
have been made shall constitute a mis 
demeanor, subject to a fine of not 
more than $1,000 for every day of such 
failure or neglect.

Ex- 
act figures are difficult to obtain, be- 
cause no means was provided in most 
of the counyes for collecting the num- 
ber of registrations in the various pre- 
cincts.

In the cities the'registrations ranged 
from 40 to 75 per cent of the normal 
Tote, while In the rural districts the 
registration in some counties was only 
X to 35 per cent of the vote of 1910. 
Complaint comes from some of the 
agricultural counties of the expense 
at carrying oat the new law. and farm- 
ers in a few places showed their dis- 
satisfaction by refusing to go to the 
registration places.
